Importation of Bricks:from Japyn.—The 
threatened disturbance in the building trade, 
owing..fo_the soarcity of bricks, app 
likely to, bo speedily obviated. For some 
time past bricks have been exported from 
Japan to America, but owing toa duty of 
twenty per cent. being charged the trade 
has been limited. Last week a cargo of 
bricks of Japanese manufacture were placed 
as.an experiment on the London market, 
the result béing that the cargo was instant- 
ly bought up, and large orders for future 
supplies were given. by several leading'con- 
tractors ond West-end builders. ~The 
bricks, which can according to pleasure be 
made of-any shape, size, or colour, are said 
to be considerably harder than those of 
home , production, while for ornamental 
facings patterns of every description are 
manufactured. As these bricks are admit- 
ted duty: free, and aa German and Belgian 
ready-made sashes, mouldings, doors, &c., 
are being largely used here, the building 
trade bids fair to be almost revolutionised.
